Thom and Jonny from Radiohead joins us after this...... 

JW 

C***P - (RADIO EDIT) 

Radiohead and C***P. Thom and Jonny from the band are here. Were you 
a bit unhappy about, when that was a hit, people said “Oh Yeah, Radiohead, 
they’re getting all the attention now, because they had a hit in America”, 
whereas in fact you’d already had hit singles before that. 

THOM 

Um, sort of. I think the bizarre thing about it was we were quite happy to 
trundle off to America and follow up what was going on up there, you know, 
when a song goes in America, it goes like a disease or something, it just 
spreads. But everyone was saying back in Britain while we were in America, 

I remember travelling on that bus one day and we just had some fax through 
and it was saying, “Oh well, all the music papers and Radio One and every 
one wanted you to re-release it”, it was like 'yeah, alright then’ and that was 
it really.... We just thought nothing of it, you know, if they wanted us to, 
we really didn’t see it as being a problem. The interesting thing about it was, 

I don’t know what would’ve happened if we hadn’t released it. 

JONNY 

Yeah, we did talk about it, there wasn’t any argument about whether it was 
the right thing to do, that it was cynical to re-release something, I guess it 
gave lots of people a chance to catch up, having given it bad reviews first 
time around, they liked it the second time, so.

But then as you say, we sort of set ourselves up as the band that had that 
song and had to re-release it

So it just made it’s life-span even longer, an extra year of length.

If you have one, two or three of those in your existence, then 
great. You know that’s what all bands really aim for, so stop moaning and 
just get on with it and write some more, and shut up”, and he was exactly 
right, so there you go.

BOOTLEG 

Radiohead - England 1994 / U.S.A 1993 

RFCD 1338 

An Italian production, this disc contains tracks from 2 shows; the 
London Astoria (27.5.94), and The Whiskey-A-Go-Go, Hollywood 
(July ‘93). Ardent collectors will know the U.S.A show, as it was 
featured on a Westwood One 2-CD set which also featured the Gin 
Blossoms. Owners of the Westwood CD would still benefit from the 
bootleg, as it cuts the commercials, but on the down side, it tries to 
cover up the bleeps found on C***P with a crap ‘mask’ reminiscent 
of those tried to disguise Prince’s obscenities, only the result is far 
more offensive than the lyric. This said, the sound quality is 
obviously top notch being sourced from hi-fi VHS and CD 
respectively. The U.S.A show serves as a good document of the first 
American tour. A major criticism would be the choice of tracks from 
the Astoria. Given the U.S.A gig, why did the ‘leggers duplicate so 
many songs? Still, a must-buy for people who haven’t heard the 
U.S.A gig, and even those who haven’t bought the Astoria video 
(yes-you in Barnsley!).
